A very mysterious suicide occurred at 
Hillman yesterday which ended the life 
of Mrs. William P. Petyjohn, of Au- 
gusta. Friday a handsome young woman, 
nicely dressed, arrived from Augusta and 
registered at the above named place, 
which is quite a Summer resort in this 
section. 

Saturday night the young woman wrote 
three letters—two to relatives in her 
former home, Yemassee, S. C., and the 
third was directed to Mr. Pettyjohn, Au- 
gusta. These letters were handed to the 
hotel clerk by the woman with instruc- 
tion that they be not mailed until Sun- 
day morning.

AMERICUS COTTON RECEIPTS. 


Record Broken for the Season—Satur- 
day’s Receipts 900 Bales. 
Americus, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 
The receipts of cotton at the warehouses 
here yesterday broke the record for the 
season, aggregating 900 bales. Up to this 
time the warehouses have received, di- 
rect from plantations, about 15,000 bales. 
But in addjtion toa: this, many thousands 
of bales have been received at the com- 
press direct from towns in_ southwest 
Georgia and Alabama, but as the com- 
press peop.e have declined to state. the 
amount of these shipments, the fotal re- 
ceipts for the town thus far can only 
be estimated, but will probably exceed 
25,000 bales. In this way Americus will 
receive perhaps 60,000 bales or more dur- 
ing the seasons Practically all of the 
900 bales brought; here. yesterday were 
sold at prices ranging from 9% to 10 
cents, and this mopey turned into the 
channels of trade had a wonderful effect. 
Both wholesale and retail dealers are 
getting a splendid business, especially 
the wholesalers, who are doing the 
greatest business in. years. Farmers have 
paid their debts to a large extent and 
have money left. It is indeed a season 

of unusual prosperity.

WAS IT RESCL 
OR A LYNCHING? 


Prisoner Taken from Officer 
by a Crowd, 


NEGRO BEING = REMOVED 


There Was Danger of Lynching and 
Constable Started from Tifton 
to Nashville—Crowd Took 
the Negro and Told 
Officer To Skip. 


Tifton, Ga. October 1—At a late hour 
Saturday night a negro entered the resi- 
dence of Dr. J. A. McCré@a, on Love ave- 
nue, by openig the dining room window. 
The miscreant was first discovered by, 
Mrs. McCrea, and was then in her room, 
where a dim light was burning. She called 
to know who it was, an@ receiving no 
answer jumped out of bed and turned up 
the Wight. Seeing it was a negro she 
screamed and ran toward the doctor's 
room, across the hall, stumbling and fall- 
ing, and later meeting her husband coming 
from his room. The negro tried to run 
under the bed when first seen, but thought 
better of this and ran out at the door, 
which he had previously unfastened, be- 
fore Dr. McCrea could get his pistol. 

The description of the negro as given 
by Mrs. McCrea and the young ladies 
was so accurate that a young negro named 
Charlie Washington was arrested within 
half an hour. When carried before tha 
ladies they positively identified him as the 
right man. His tracks also tallied avith 
those outside the window and he was un 
able fo give an account’ of himsedf for 
several hours that night. 

Washington was placed in Tifton jal}, 
but rumors of a visit to the jail becoming 
current, about 7 o'clock last night Con- 
stable Oliver took the negro in his buggy 
and started to Nashville jail with him. 
About a mile out of town Oliver was 
met by a crowd of men, whether white 
or black he could not tell. One seized 
his horse and others Surrounded and 
seized him before he could offer resistance. 
The negro was taken from the buggy, 
and Oliver told that he had just two 
minutes to get away, and one of them 
was already gone. He returned home and 
no trace or sign of the negro has been 
discovered since. It is hardly probable 
that he was killed even if the party was 
white, and if colored it was plainly ga 
rescue. °

Surgeon General Puts Himself Clear- 
ly on Record. 

Washington, October 1.—The following 
Was made public today at the war de- 
partment: 

“War Department, Surgeon 
Office, Washington, October 1, 1900.—To 
the Adjutant General of the Army. Sir: 
My attention has been called to a pub- 
lished statement attributed to me oppos- 
ing the army canteen. I presume this 
statement as published is practically 
what I said some years since, when in- 
terviewed upon the subject, although I 
do not at present remember to whom it 
was given. I did not at first look with 
favor upon the propositian to sell beer to 
soldiers at army canteens. That opinion 
was not based upon personal observa- 
tions, as I had not been stationed at a 
military post since the army canteen was 
established. Owing to the general con- 
census of opinion among line officers and 
medical officers of the army, who have 
had ample opportunity to observe the ef- 
fect of the army canteen upon the habits 
of our soldiers, I am obliged to admit 
that from a practical point of view it 
seems to have accomplished desirable re- 
sults in reducing the amount of drunk- 
enness in the army and the disposition 
on the part of soldiers to leave their 
stations for the purpose of obtaining 
spirituous liquors.

The Johnson Amendment. 

The amendment of Alderman Johnson 
provides that the terms of the electric 
lighting franchise are never to. H®come 
operative until the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company withdraws its suits in 
which it claims the right to operate cars 
exclusively of over certain streets of At- 
lanta and agrees in writing not to renew 
these suits. 

When Alderman Johnson moved the 
adoption of this amendment there were 
several seconds and Councilman Pope at 
once arose. 

“T have been opposed,” said Council- 
man Pope, “to the adoption of this 
amendment as a matter of principle, and 
I know of no reason why MI should 
change my views.I do not know of any 
reason why council should adopt an ordi- 
nance giving a franchise to these people 
upon terms that they will not agree to. 

“T appeal to this council and, I do it 
in perfect fairness, because I am sure 
every member of this body will agree 
with me that I have endeavored to do 
what was consistent and fair through 
the entire time of the franchise discus- 
sion, not to give a franchise under which 
these people cannot operate their sys- 
tem.’’ 

Alderman Johnson’s Reply. 

The reply of Alderman Johnson was 
partially given to abuse of The Constitu- 
tion, because of its fight for a competitive 
electric lighting system. He said among 
other things: 

“The purpose of my esteemed friend 
@eferring to Councilman Pope) is to give 
his influence to a competitive lighting 
plant. Now these men can get their 
franchise in twenty-four hours, without 
my amendment, if they want it. If they 
will come to this body and ask for it as 
they did for their steam heating fran- 
chise they can get it. I pledge my vote 
to it. This talk about records is foolish, 
but as God is my witness and as a sworn 
member of council] I pledge my vote to 
the Pope ordinance, exactly as it is to- 
day, and without my amendment, if they 
will take it as individuals. 

“I plead for the city, I plead for the 
streets of Atlanta, I plead for a twenty- 
year franchise and not a franchise given 
apparently for twenty years, but which 
really yuns for an indefinite length of 
time. 

“Why does our great morning paper lie, 
and lie, and lie? Why don’t these gentle- 
men take this franchise in the name of 
John Smith? Because they want it in the 
name of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. If any member of this council 
will introduce a resolution changing the 
name in th!s ordinance and grapting it to 
Joel Hurt or Ernest Woodruff jit shall re- 
ceive my vote and I will withdraw my 
amendment. 

“They say we have no rights to the 
streets Of our city. I want to impress 
upon these gentiemen who are talking for 
competition that they want to bottle up 
the streets of our city for fifty or 100 
years. Shall we accept their dictation or 
shall we put our terms upon them? 
Which jis our duty to the people; which 
is our duty to the city, and which is our 
duty to ourselves? 

“[ want to plead with the gentlemen not 
to be led astray by all the rot that has 
appeared in The Atlanta Constitution. [ 
am not referring to their persona] mat- 
ter, but if there has ever been a bushel 
full, a car load, a whole state load full 
of rot it has appeared in The Atlanta 
Constitution duripg the past few weeks. 

“IT have stated before and I state now 
that I am ready to meet in debate any 
employee of that paper from the Hon. 
Elevator Man (laughter) to the news- 


boys. That paper !s going before the peo- 
ple on the eve of the election with a lie. 

“I wish to state again, as I stated be- 
fore, and I wil] state it before the people, 
that I will not give the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company or anyone else a 
franchise for twenty years and let them 
litigate at the end of twenty years as 
they are doing now.”’ 

Councilman Pope Talks Again. 

Councilman Pope stated that he arose 
a second time in order to call the atten- 
tion of Alderman Johnson to a clause in 
the ordinance which provides that the 
terms of the ordinance are to be accept- 
ed in writing by the officers and directors 
of the petitioning company. 

“In regard to the term of the fran- 
chise,’”’ said Councilman Pope, “‘we con- 
suited with the elty attorney and he 
stated that there might be some differ- 
ence of opinion about the twenty-year 
term, and he therefore added a few lines 
in his own handwriting, which makes it 
extremely improbable that any court, 
especially when the acceptance in writing 
is produced, will decide otherwise than 
that the franchise was for twenty years 
only.”’ 

Councilman Pope called upon the city 
attorney for his opinion and that official, 
Judge Anderson, stated to council what 
had been announced by Councilman Pope. 

How the Vote Stood. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson, as no other 
member of council appeared, inclined to 
participate in the discussion, put the 
question, which was on the adoption of 
the Johnson amendment and which was 
defeated by the following aye and nay 
vote:

Directly after the vote had been an- 
nounced Councilman Pope moved that a 
conference committee, consisting of three 
councilmen and two aldermen, take the 
matter in charge.

There was silence for a moment. 

‘Your honor,’’ said Alderman Johnson,

‘‘Your honor, I wou'd rather be relieved 
from serving,”’ said Alderman Day.

DIVING FOR PHOSPHATE ROCK. 


Negroes of South Carolina Find the 
Work Profitable. 

Columbia, S. C.,°Gcetober 1.—(Special.)— 
With the coming of cool weather an 
Gustry in which many experts are em- 
ployed, about which little is known. be- 
yond the immediate locality of the works, 
will be suspended until next spring. This 
is the “hand picking’’ of phosphate rock 
and the experts who engage in it are all 
megroes. Of the various methods of pro- 
curing phosphate rock from the highlan: 


mines, the marsh and the bottom of rivers 
the hand picking is the most interesting. | 


The bottom of the Coosaw river is thw 
richest field in the state for the hand 
pickers and there they do most of their 
work. The river is from seventeen t9 
twenty-five feet deep and all during the 
summer months the river is dotted with 
different styles of boats used in the work, 
from the dredge to the little floats from 
which the hand pickers dive.

Physician Tells of Wounds. 

Dr, E. P. Mixon was the first one called 
upon to testify vesterday afternoon, He 
said that he had been called in to see the 
wounded Harrington very soon after the 
shooting. He found five scars and three 
wounds on the man’s body. The wound 
in the abdomen, said the witness, was the 
one which had caused Harrington's death. 
He stated he was present when Harring- 
ton made his dying statement and prior 
to that time had told the young men that 
he was in a dangerous condition. 

As near as the witness could recollect 
Harrington had said that he went to the 
office of Walter Hudson on Friday morn- 
ing for the purpose of speaking with 
Hudson about the way in which Hudson 
had treated his wife, who was Harring- 
ton’s sister. According to Dr. Mixon, 
Harrington said no agreement had been 
reached and hé walked out of the office. 
Almost immediately he retraced his steps, 
entered the office and said to Walter Hud- 
son: “If T did my duty I'd blow your 
brains out."’ Harrington, so the witness 


| declared, said that the two Hudson boys 


then opened fire on him. 

When the first shots were fired he drew 
his revolver and shot Walter Hudson. Lis 
pistol then refused to work and he backed 
out of the office. J@Tstice of the Peace 
Thompson, who took down Harrington's 


Vizainska, 
who was one of the three physicians call- 
ed into aitend young Harrington after 
he was shot, also told of the ante-mortem 
statement. 

S. LL. Holtcolm gave some interesting 
testimony. He said that on the day of 
the shooting he was in a car near the 
office of the farm improvement company 
when he heard two shots in rapid succes- 
soin and then a third. He turned just in 
time to see Walter and George Hudson 
back out of a door of the office and fire 
back into the room. Three shots were 
fired, he said, all of which appeared to be 
wild. 


Revolver Would Not Explode. 


The two brothers then started around 
one end of the house away from him end 
he saw Sheffield Harrington come out of 
the office by another door and start for 
the gate, He had a revolver in his hand 
and seemed to be trving to make {it work. 
He again heard three shots, .but did not 
see who fired them. Harrington pointed 
his pistol at some one on the other side 
of the office building, but his weapon 
woud not explode» Harrington then went 
cut the gate in the direction of his nome. 

Among the other witnesses examined 
were F. V. Allen, County Policeman 
Jonn Oliver, George McCarthy and A. 
Adalr.

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CONVICT CHARGE 
IS LOOKED INT 


Alleged Qutrages in Lowndes To 
Be Investigated 


THE COMMISSION IS HERE 


County Officers Ordered To Appear 
and Show Cause Why Lowndes 
County Camp Should Not 
Be Wiped Out of 
Existence. 


The state prison commission will pro- 
ceed at once to investigate the charges 
of alleged brutality and violation of 
rules made against the convict camp of 
the McRee brothers in Lowndes county. 

This morning an order will be issued by 
Chairman Turner, of the commissid6n, 
calling on the county commissioners cf 
Lowndes to appear in Atlanta and show 
cause Why the convict camp usder their 
supervision should not be wiped out, 

The charges against the management of 
the Lowndes camp by an officer of the 
law, the solicitor of the county court of 
Brooks, are regarded as the most serious 
in every way of any ever brought In 
reorgia. In the opinion of the chairman 
of the prison commission these charges, 
if true, indicate a condition of affairs, 
disgusting in its brutality and unique in 
any civilize& community. 

The McRees are charged with kidnap- 
ing innocent men and women as they 
passed along the road; with incarcerating 
them and forcing them to work for an 
indefinite period of time when there is 
no shadow of charge against them: with 
having had more tban a score of inmates 
in their camp captured in thés manner, 
wi:d beasts; with having 
beaten almost to death a woman taken 
up in this manner. These in addition to 
having violated three of tbe rules of the 
commission, 

Where Responsibility Lies. 

If the rules of the prison commission 
have been violated, the men who run the 
camp cannot be touched; the responsibHi- 
tv falls on the commissioners of Lowndes 
county, whose duty it Is to inforce the 
regulations laid down for misdemeanor 
camps. 

One of the most remarkable facts com- 
ing to light is that should the charges of 
kidnaping, inhumanity and criminal bru- 
tality be found true,the prison commission 
cannot touch the convict camp on that 
grcund. The only recourse for the vic- 
tim is through the courts, which to 
people of this particular class are alto- 
gether imaginary or ese very far off. If 
men and women have been kidnaped, 
beaten almost to death by persons who 
have no authority to wield the 'tash, the 
prison commission can do nothing in a 
remedial way except recommend to the 
courts. The law does not give the board 
the authority to say: 

“Your management of the cenmp has 
been brutal and disgusting. From this on 
the camp will cease to exist.” 

Some Doubts Are Expressed. 

In spite of the fact that the charges 
have been made in writing by a solicitor 
of a county court whose duty is io punish 
crime, some doubts are expressed regard- 
ing the charges brought by him. 

{t is said in some quarters that there 
are two sides to the case and that the 
Lownd’s county 
camp can show why the accusations have 
been made, 

The prison commission recognizing the 
from which the charges come, 
proposes to act on the assumption that 
they are correct until they are disproved. 
The investigation which wil} follow on 
the arrival of the Lowndes county com- 
missioners is expected to be a lively cne., 
The order to be issued today requiring 
the presence of the county commissioners 
wilt appoint a day for the hearing. prob- 
abiv Wednesday or Thursday of next 
week.

Carpenters Make Affidavit 

to Statement of Their 
Arrest. 

Three well-known carpenters, J  T. 
Langley, J. S. Newman ané@ W. S. M. 
Brand, have made a statement as to inéir 
recent arrest at the instigation of Alder- 
man H. M, Beutell during the carpenters’ 
strike. Their statement of the affair, as 
contained ir a card, follows: 

Editor Constitution—Please do us the 
justice to publish the following, which 
you will see we sign and swear to: 

GEORGIA, FULTON COUNTY.-—In 
June, ‘ast, we were ordered by the 
Carpenters and Joiners’ Union, of 
which we are members, to confer with: 
fellow members o/ said union and also 
non-union men, wao had been in the 
employ of H. M. Beutell. Our misvion 
had nothing to do with the conduct of 
Beutell’s business, and in no way in- 
terfered with it. We did not go upon 
his premises. 

While so acting under instructions of 
our union, although not at the time in 
conference with any one, and not close 
to his place, we were, by his orders, 
and under his dictation, arrested by 
the police, hauled through the streets, 
as are common criminals in the black 
maria, end locked up in the station 
house. 

He was chairman of the police com- 
mittee, and used his authority to 
persecute us, saying we were interfer- 
ing with his business, his workmen 
being on a strike at that time. We re- 
peat that we were not in conference 
at the ‘ime with any of his workmen. 
Our business was the business solely 
of our union, and it had nothing to do 
with the conduct of his business. 
We were peaceful, law abiding union 
men, and this was our sole offense. 

At our trial we were released by the 
court. Naturally, we have felt ag- 
grieved, have retained counsel and in- 
etructed rim to proceed against said 
H. M. Beutell for damages. Within 
the last few days we have heard that 

seutell vtated that he has settled with 

us, and that we have gone to work for 
hirn. Any statement of this kind is 
untrue. He has not settled with us, 
and he cannot settle with us. N» 
money can compensate us for the 
flagrant outrage he has placed upon 
us, and the object of filing suits 
agains: him is more to punish him for 
the great wrong he has done us than 
to get money for ourselves. 

We may say that our mission was 
fully explained, befcre we._undertook 
it, to the chief of police, afid had nis 
sanction.

PHENIX CITY MASS MEETING. 


Resclutions Adopted Urging Simp- 
son’s Removal. 


Columbus, Ga., October 1.—(Spectial.)—A

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DISPATCH CAUSES 
SUIT FOR $10,000 


Miss Minnie Carroll Wants Damages 
- from The Journal. 


THINKS SHE WAS INJURED 


Asserts That Statemcuts Made Were 
False and Malicious. 


SETS FORTH INTERESTING MATTERS 


Declares She and Mr. Collier ‘Agreed 
To Disagrée,”’ and That Miss 
O’Brien Is Her Friend. 


A special which appeared on the after- 
noon of September 27th in The Atlanta 
Journal under a Chattanooga date line 
has been instrumental in causing a dam- 
age suit for $10,000 to be brought against 
that paper by Miss Minnie L. Carroll, 
of this city. 

Miss Carroll appears as the central 
figure in this dispatch, and in her peti- 
tion, whieh was filed in the city court 
of Atlanta yesterday by her attorneys, 
Messrs. Smith, Hammond & Smith, she 
declares that all of the statements made 
are false and calculated to injure her 
character in the eyes of those who may 
read them. 


Miss Carroll says the publication of the 
dispatch was “false and malicious defa- 
mation of her and grievously injured 
her reputation and cruelly and wickedly 
exposed her to public hatred, contempt 
and ridicule.” She avers that the head- 
ing of the article, ‘Loved Bridesmaid; 
Broke Engagement,” is also false, ‘‘in 
that the public is thereby convinced that 
petitioner had been incontinently jilted 
by her flance, when such was not, as pe- 
titioner alleges, true in any particular.” 
‘Referring to the third paragraph in the 
newspaper article which said that Mr. 
Claude “became so infatuated with the 
brunette beauty of the Chattanooga girl 
that he forgot his affections for his At- 
lanta sweetheart,’’ Miss Carroll declares 
it to be untrue, “tending to injure her 
reputation and expose her to public ridi- 
cule by creating the impression that pe- 
titioner is so unattractive in appearance, 
breeding, manners and disposition as to 
be’ unable to hold the affections of the 
man to whom she was betrothed.” ! 

She says Mr. Collier was never infat- 
uated with the young lady from Chatta- 
nooga. and she regards such a statement 
as flippant, wicked and cruel to the last 
degree. She admits that the date of 
the wedding of Mr. Collier and herself 
had been determined, and that the neces- 
sary preparations had practically been 
completed, but the statement, however, 
that ‘‘young Collier announced his change 
of heart and asked to be released from 
his engagement” she says is entirely a 
wicked and malicious falsehood, tending 
to injure her reputation. 

Agreed To Disagree. 

She says further that in August she 
went to New York with friends, and 
that four days before she left the en- 
gagement had been mutually dissolved. 
Miss Carroll explains that ‘they had mu- 
tually agreed to disagree, petitioner's de- 
termination so to do’ being based on the 
sad conviction then entertained by her, 
after the engagement had subsisted two 
years, that so great an incompatibility 
of temperament existed between her and 
Mr. Collier that marriage between them 
would be productive of misery to both 
of them.”’ 

Continuing, the petition says: 

“Having asked Nellie and Mamie 
O’Brien to be her bridesmaids, petitioner 
immediately acquainted her guest with 
the fact that the engagement had been 
broken off. Thereupon Miss O’Brien en- 
deavored. to effect a reconciliation be- 
tween petitioner and Mr. Collier by try- 
ing to persuade petitioner that it would 
be best for her to renew the engagement. 
Two or three days thereafter, and a 
Short time before her departure for New 
York, as aforesaid, Mr, Collier, after 
vainly endeavoring to see petitioner in 
person, telephoned her, assuring her of 
his affection. 

“After petitioner's departure for New 
York, Miss O'Brien returned to petition- 
er’s home, where she spent a few days. 
She then visited another of her friends 
in Atlanta for a few days and then re- 
turned for a short stay with petitioner's 
mother. At the expiration of this visit 
and while petitioner was still in New 
York, Miss O’Brien returned to her home 
in Chattanooga. Petitioner and Miss 
O'Brien have always been and are now 
devoted friends."’ 

She alleges that the paragraph injured 
her reputation and exposed her to public 
ridicule to a degree that cannot be de- 
scribed. She says “that in the public 
mind it is difficult to conceive of a more 
vulgar, hideous and unwomanly course of 
conduct than that so wantonly and false- 
ly ascribed to petitioner in said para- 
graph by defendant.” 

“Petitioner earns her own lHving,'! says 
the petition, “and has done so for the 
past five years by the labor of her own 
hands. She is not rich in worldly goods, 
and her most priceless possession has 
been her reputation for good character, 
womanliness, and good breeding, which 
was absolutely unsullied until the publi- 
cation herein referred to was so wantonly 
and cruelly made by defendant.”’ 

Miss Carroll says her humiliation and 
grief caused by the publication of the 
article is inexpressible and states she 
“cannot understand why such an insult 
should be so gratuitiously offered to her.”’ 
She asserts that the article was published 
under conspicuous headlines for the pur- 
pose of gratifying prurient and morbid 
curiosity and that no investigation to de- 
termine the truth of the alleged facts 
was made. The petition states that al- 
though notified, the paper has not as yet 
printed a statement containing the truth 
about the matter. .

God help the man whose heart 
grown so. world-weary that he can't 
jov a circus!

Huddled together in a press box 
of Sells Bros.’ circus yesterday afternoon 
were two hot. but very happy newspaper 
men. A broad ray of burning sunlight 
sifted down obliquely from a crevice in 
the canvas and hit them squarely in the 
eyes.

MR. L. B. NELSON’S CANDIDACY. 


Writes a Card in Behalf of His Can- 
didacy for Council. 

Editor Constitution—Permit me to trespass 
upon your valuable colunins sufficiently to cor- 
rect certain misrepresentations regarding me, 
which I find are being industriously circulated 
by persons inimical to my candidacy as coun- 
cilman from the fourth ward. 

I have learned that my enemies are cir- 
culating the report that I am a curbstone 
broker and a money shaver. 

This is absolutely untrue. I have never been 
in that line of business in my life. There was 
a man by «he name of C. C. Nelson, who 
lived here several years ago, engaged in this 
business. He left here under somewhat of a 
cloud, and so far as I know has never been 
heard of since. He was no relation to me, and 
I never had any connection of any sort with 
him. Doubtless some persons have been hon- 
estly misled by the similarity of names, but 
I fear others have taken advantage of It to 
do me an Injury. 

Some years ago, in connection with Mr. C. 
P. N. Barker, under the firm name of Nelson 
& Barker, I was instrumental in bringing a 
large amount of money to Georgia and lending 
it to the farmers of the state. I have since 
that time also brought in large sums of money, 
which have been loaned out on farm lands. 
This money was loaned at a strictly legal rate 
of interest and on reasonable terms. 

I have been editorially commended by the 
prominent newspapers in Atlanta for my efforts 
in this behalf, which these papers say have been 
of great benefit to the people of Georgia 

Another slander which has been circulated 
against me, without foundation or excuse there- 
for, is that I sold a lot to the Home for the 
Friendless at an exorbitant price and that I or 
some members of my family have drawn sal- 
aries from that Institution. 

I would not allude to my connection with 
that admirable charity if it were not necessary 
to correct this misrepresentation. As- mat- 
ter of fact, the lot upon which the home is 
bullt was purchased by the home from Mr. 
E. C. Spalding at a very reasonable price. 
Previously to this purchase I had donated to 
the home a lot. Objection being made by 
people living tn the viciaity to the location 
of the home upon this lot, I sold it on behalf 
of the Home for the Friendless for $1,500 andj 
purchased another lot. This lot I again sold 
for the home for an increase of $900, turning 
the entire sum to the home. With the proceeds 
of this sale and other contributions the lot on 
which the home is now located was purchased 
from Mr. E. C. Spalding. 

So far from either I or any member of my 
family having drawn one cent from the home, 
we have in common with other citizens of At- 
lanta' contributed to its support as largely as 
we felt able to do, when occasion demanded, 
and have never received one cent from the 


home in any way 
I do not state aes facts in order to claim 


any credit for them. I am Not entitled to any 
credit therefor, as I have only done what 
other citizens of Atlanta have done in sup- 
porting a worthy charity, but I state them in 
order to answer specifically an unjust and 


eruel slander. 
Another slander which has been circulated 


about me is that I am running my race in 
combination with Mr. Joel Hurt and the in- 
terests that he represents, and that a meeting 
was recently held tn the fourth ward under 
Mr. Hurt’s auspices in my behalf. 

My candidacy was not suggested directly or 
indirectly by Mr. Hurt or any friend of his, 
but was due solely to what I belleved a lauda- 
ble.ambition of helping in part to administer 
the’affairs of this great city in a way to build 
up and promote the prosperity of every portion 
thereof. 

So far from Mr. Hurt supporting me, early 
in my race I learned that he was opposing my 
candidacy and endeavoring to procure a can- 
didate acceptable to him. I subsequently met 
Mr. Hurt, and he frankly Stated to me that 
he was opposed to me in my race, and I have 
ever since such time understood that this was 
his position.

am not only in no way aligned with or com- 
mitted to Mr. Hurt or his interests, but that 
I am not committed to the interests of any 
other clique or faction in the city. 

If elected I will be in a position entirely un- 
trammeled and can only repeat what I have 
heretofore said—that in all matters that may 
come before council I shall look first to the tn- 
terests of the city, and, consistently with that, 


favor the fullest and freest competition. 

In this connection, as I understand it, one 
of the most important questions which the new 
council will probably have to deal with is a 
union depot for Atlanta. My opponent, Mr, 
Garrett, its connected with the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. I submit whether, with the 
utmost disposition to be fair, he will not be in 
a very embarrassing position to decide this 
question, and will not be trammeled by his 
connection with this corporation. 

It has been charged that I am a northern 
man and that I am in favor of mixed schools 
for the races. 

It is true that I am a northern man. It is 
also true that I have Ifved in the city of At- 
fanta for twenty years, and that one of her 
highest claims as a city is the cordial recogni- 
tion which she has given to men from all 
parts of our common country. 

As a citizen of Atlanta I am opposed to any- 
thing like social equality, or to the mixing 
of races in schools or otherwise, as anyY man 
born in the south. I do not believe that such 
a course would be conducive to the good of 
either race, and nothing I have ever done gives 
any color to this charge. 

If the public will examine my past record 
they will find many communications which I 
have made in the past to the papers, protesting 
against the appointment of negroes to office 
in opposition to the wishes of the community 
which they were to serve, and my present state- 
ment is absolutely in harmony with everything 
that I have heretofore done. 

As the campaign draws near a close, I warn 
the public that it may look for many slan- 
ders to be circulated for campaign purposes. 
It will be impossible for me to answer them 
as rapidly as they come out. I can only appeal 
to the fact that I have lived in this community 
for twenty years,.and I believe that I have 
borne a name for good conduct and fair deal- 
ing. 

All that I have is investéd in fixea property 
in this community. My only purpose tn seeking 
election at the hands of the people is to en- 
deavor to serve the interests of our city. I 
have heretofore published the principles which 
shall govern me if elected to office, and I 
plege myself to their observance if elected.

and present abode she writes as fol- 


lows: 

“—s 
on board ship, 
various ports which we passed. Our first 
ctonp was at Honolulu, where we remain- 
ead for twenty-four hours. It was a very 
pleasant break in our voyage. Honolulu 
fs beautiful with its avenues of royal 
palm. hanana and cocoanut trees. A de- 
licehtful ride down to Waikiki, where 
there are manv beautiful homes, a good 
heach and surf bathing is enjoyed. I let 
Alfred take a dip and he found it so 
pDleasant that T had difficulty in getting 
him ont There is something about 
Honolulu which seems to cast a sort of 
poetic spell over vou: every one feels it. 
We sailed at 5 o'clock on May 18th and 
on the 24 crossed the 180th meridian, 
thereby_losing a day. That was not the 
first time I had thrown away time, and 
IT console mvself with the thought that 
on mv return I can at least pick that 
dav up. After ten days land was again 
sighted and we anchored at Yokohama 
for twentv-four hours. Here I got my 
first glimpse of Japan. Everything was 
so odd and strange—some of the womcn 
dainty and -hbeautiful in their picturesque 
Japanese costumes. Here I took my first 
ride in a jinricksha, which was a very 
curious experience. You find vourself 
hurried along in a two-wheeled, a_ sort 
of miniature victoria, drawn by a man. 
There is such a comic air about the whole 
thing that vou hardly realize its drawer 
in pursuit of a serious calling. A 
party of six of us accompanied by’ an 
officer.visited a Japanese tea house, Here 
he told us we could see the John Chino 
dance if we cared to, explaining in his 
most delicate manner the nature of the 
dance. We decided not to let that pass, 
so the gentleman very considerately re- 
tired to another room and the dance com- 
menced. It was Nerv pimilar to our 
dance du ventre. But I must hurry on if 
T am ever to bring this up to date. Our 
mext stop was at Kobe, Japan, where 
we spent the day, then from there to 
Nagasaki we sailed, through the beauti- 
ful inland sea of Japan and then spent 
another day at Shanghai, the Paris of the 
east. and on June 17th landed at Hong 
Kong. Here I remained four days watt- 
ing for a boat to take me to Manila, ar- 
riving in the beautiful bay June 15th. 
Dr. Grandy came out on a launch to 
meet me, and you can picture the happi- 
ness and jov of the meeting. We ent 
the next 
in Manila, where there is quite an Amer- 
lean colony. Balinag, where we are now 
stationed. is forty-five miles north of 
Manila: it is ‘2 beautiful place. situated 
on the Bagbag river, and has a popu- 
lation of 21,000. If one of the most 
desirable as well as important stations 
on the island. The hospital is the largest 
in the province and the headquarters of 
the regiment are here. 

“Tt am the only American women here 
and my little son Alfred the only Ameri- 
can child. You have no idea what ex- 
citement our arrival caused among the 
natives, most of them never having seen 
an American child before. The first 
time that we went out we _ stop- 
ped to buy some fruit, and 
turning to go we found ourselves _§ sur- 
rounded by about a hundred natives who 
gazed at us with the greatest curlosity. 
We managed to push our way through 
the crowd, but as we walked across the 
plaza they followed. 

“T am Keeping house in the dearest 
little native bungalow. It is built entire- 
ly of bamboo and Nipa, which are beau- 
tiful; the sides and roof of Nipa. There 
is not a nail in the whole thing; it is 
tied together with split rattan; is built 
on bamboo poles about ten feet above 
the ground and has a very pretty recep- 
tion hall, two bedrooms, dining room and 
kitchen. It is simply, but very comfort- 
ably finished. 

“Alfred is perfectly contented and hap- 
py. He goes barefooted half the time, 
wears only his pants a la Filipino, and 
when it rains takes off all of his clothes 
and gets under the eaves of the house 
and has a bath. Then we take him to 
the river quite often and he goes in 
there. He has a dog, monkey and Fili- 
pino boy to help take care of him. That 
outfit is in itself a show. He has picked 
up some Spanish and Tagalog, which he 
mixes with his English in a most dis- 
tressing manner. I have a Filipino man 
cook who speaks Spanish, French and 
Tagalog. He is teaching me Spanish and 
I him English. I am making fair prog- 
ress, and yesterday wrote papa a letter 
in Spanish, There are four companies 
stationed here, and the officers are all 
just as kind and nice to me as can be. 
Hardly an evening passes but two or 
three come in and we manage to pass 
the time very pleasantly. We have a 
fine band and concerts almost every even- 
ing. They came up to the house and ser- 
enaded a few evenings ago: I am really 
enjoying life over here, but of course 
will be glad to get back on good old 
American soil. For the last few nights 
we have had a good deal of excitement. 
A few days ago our men arrested two 
Filipinos here for aiding the insurgents 
on information furnished us by General 
Pio del Pilar, who you remember was 
captured by the Americans not long ago, 
and released on parole. This arrest 
caused great indignation among the na- 
tives. The next day the president and 
vice president of San Miguel, both Fili- 
pinos, were arrested, and on their way 
to prison. in Manila spent the night in 
the guardhouse here. This last arrest 
was too much. | went to bed at 10 
o'clock. In about half an hour I heard 
a volley of shots and at once Lulie and 
I jumped from the bed. Our men re- 
turned the volley and for half an hour 
there was some rapid firing on both 
Sides. I was anxious to get out of our 
Nipa house into a place of safety. The

George L. Ehlers was elected chairman 
and Alderman Beutel! took the floor with 
a typewritten document in his hand, 
which. after a few preliminary remarks. 
he proceeded to read. It purported to be 
his platform of principles and covered the 
various phases of the municipal cam- 
paign. Incidentally the speaker took oc- 
casion to express his disapprobation of 
The Constitution. 

Mr. Beutell scored the Atlanta Railway 
Power Company a slimy, soulless 
and said the measure of his offend- 
was that he held that the people of 
Atlanta had some rights that that cor- 
poration should be made to respect. He 
stressed the fact that in the matter of 
electrical and street railway franchises 
would show that he had al- 
wavs stood for competition. He said the 
soundness of his position had been borne 
out by the decisions of the courts in the 
recent injunction He then gave 
his position on local issues and his at- 
titude toward the city departments. 

Mr. Beutell was followed by Alderman 
Harvey Johnson, who spoke volubly and 
strenuously in condemnation of the Con- 
solidated and Joel Hurt. At thg same 
time he paid his respects to The Canstitu- 
tion in unappreciative terms. 

“T have always fought 'em—dum ‘’em!— 
and thev have always fought me,” he re- 
marked with warmth. 

He referred to The Constitution’s at- 
titude toward Mr. Beutell as “‘unreason- 
able, ungentlemanly and purchased villifi- 
cation.” He eulogized Mr. Beutell prodi- 
gally and called for his vindication by the 
suffragists of the fifth. 

James Key, candidate for
